How this should be interpreted is 
anyone's guess and it's unfortunate 
that someone would wait until almost 
four years after he filed his statements 
to bring this to the surface, weeks 
before the upcoming election.The edi¬ 
torial staff at the limes, is using this as 
an example of how glad we will be 
when the election is over and hope 
voters will see through the 'mudsling- 
ing' as Steckley put it in an interview 
with us.

ment. By staying firm on 
our vision, we have created 


an opportunity for greater 
accountability for the prop¬ 
erty owner in maintaining 
the property to a level that

I'm glad we were able 
to rezone the Coal Docks 
property from nine story 
Condominium to open 
space, which shows the crit¬ 
ical importance of this site 
and our commitment to the 
historic downtown core. It 
lays the foundation for a 
vibrant, public space that 
will serve as a destination 
focal point and act as an 
important catalyst for 
downtown revitalization. 

I am extremely excited 
about the construction of a 
brand new Our Lady of 
Victory (OLV) school in 
the Bridgeburg ward. 

First, as a father with 
three children attending 
OLV, excitement and relief, 
knowing my children will 
be in an environment that 
is conducive to learning 
and will be the benefactors 
of a first class facility is 
truly wonderful. 

Secondly as a husband, I 
know that my wife, who is 
part of the staff at OLV, will 
now have, along with the 
rest of her wonderful col¬ 
leagues, the necessary 
resources and amenities at 
their disposal to continue 
their incredible work. 

Third, as the ward coun¬ 
cillor where OLV resides, 
pride and satisfaction is 
what I feel, knowing that 
the neighborhood I was 
bom, grew up, and still 
reside in today, will contin¬ 
ue to prosper and this will 
be a catalyst for renewal 
and growth in our commu- 

And lastly as an alum¬ 
nus it is bitter sweet. 
Having roamed the halls 


and honed my athletic 
skills on the playground 
and fields, it will be sad to 
watch a place that was such 
an influential part of my 
youth disappear. 

We are now working 
with CN rail to establish a 
better understanding of 
their operations and the 
necessary upgrades to criti¬ 
cal rail spurs that industry 
needs to locate in Fort Erie.

It is the latter that I am 
most proud of Over 325 
direct Racetrack jobs, 225 
OLG Slots jobs, 800-1000 
independent horsemen 
jobs, one of the biggest 
tourism draws and revenue 


generators for the Town 
and the Region with a $180 
to 200 million impact, were 
saved from collapse and 
extinction. 

I am also proud of our 
ability to find a new use for 
the former Mentholatum 
building and the recruit¬ 
ment of Attar Metals, 
which will create 60 jobs 
locally. 

We will not be able to 
address tomorrow's chal¬ 
lenges with yesterday’s 
recipes. We need new ideas 
that are commiserate with 
the challenges today. So 
thank you Fort Erie for 
your support and encour¬ 
agement these last four 
years as a municipal coun¬ 
cillor and more importantly 
these past 40 years as a 


proud Fort Erie resident. 

The efforts towards 
retention and creation of 
vibrant industry within our 
Town have certainly galva¬ 
nized two undeniable 
truths. One, great things in 
life can never be accom¬ 
plished without taking 
great risks. And two, none 
of it could be possible with¬ 
out the hard work and 
leadership of our mayor, 
our EDO and a dedicated 
staff at Town Hall. Thank 
you to the many levels of 
government that have con¬ 
tributed to the develop¬ 
ment and success of all 
these wonderful initiatives.

Friends reflect 
about the life of 
Fred Henderson, 
Fort Erie's oldest 
Legion member 
before his passing

There are some people 
who, when remembered, are 
known for one or two specific 
things that can often be 
summed up in a few short 
remarks. 

There are other people 
who, when given the time, 
can be reminisced about for 
hours, with story after story 
itching to be told. 

The late Fred Henderson 
fell into the latter of those two 
categories. 

For Jim Douglas and Tim 
Morin, two of Henderson's 
friends, it was bittersweet to 
make the trip down memory 
lane and remember the friend 
they lost on Sept 25,2010. 


“He was always around the 
fire hall," said Douglas, who is 
a retired fire chief “Whether 
it was social events, meetings, 
fundraisers it didn't matter, 
you could always count on 
Fred to be there.” 

Henderson, a former fire 
chief himself (1958-1962) 
maintained relationships 
with those he came to know 
at the fire hall. 

Douglas, telling a story 
about the conventions they 
would go to, said that 
Henderson would always 
accompany them - even long 
after he retired. 

“We were in the prime of 
our life and he’s at a point 
where most people who are 
retired are sitting at home in 
their rocking chairs and he 
was still with us,” said 
Douglas. 

Henderson served in both 
the Army and the Air Force 
during the Second World War, 
and according to Douglas and 
Morin, would tell story after 
story, adding to the lore that 
was Henderson’s life. 

As Douglas and Morin 
relived the fond memories

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Lithium Batteries to the rescue! 


T he installation of smoke detectors is absolutely essential in fire pre¬ 
vention and it allows you to simultaneously protect your home and 
family. Take advantage of Fire Prevention Week, held from October 
3rd through 9th, to verify the condition of your smoke detectors. 

Every new construction or renovation must have smoke detectors near 
bedrooms and on every floor of an apartment block, including the base¬ 
ment. Unfortunately, it often happens that after burning the toast a few 
times, people simply take the batteries out of the smoke alarm rendering 
it totally useless. Every year, fires that could have been avoided occur 
because of this carefree attitude. 

It is recommended to have a device with a ULC certification (Underwrit¬ 


ers Laboratories of Canada standards), but above all it is important to 
have a detector that works. There are now smoke detectors available that 
work with lithium batteries that can last for up to 10 years. This model 
is more environmentally responsible and less expensive in the long run. 
Lithium battery smoke detectors are exactly the same as those that use 
9 volt batteries. They have certain advantages, especially for those who 
have a tendency to forget to change the batteries - a practice that should 
be carried out every time we change the clocks. The lithium battery is 
sealed and cannot be taken out, making it much safer. The price is more 
interesting than the combined cost of a detector and its batteries over a 
comparable period.

Therefore, be absolutely certain 
that your family knows exactly what to do in an emergency. 
During Fire Prevention Week, held from October 3rd through to 
the 9th, create an evacuation plan and practice it a few times. 
First of all, make sure you are well equipped: Have some smoke 
detectors in good working condition near the bedrooms and on 
every floor and a fire extinguisher that you have learned to use. 
Make a diagram of your home and plan two exits for each bed¬ 
room. Identify a safe meeting place for everyone and decide in 


advance who will call 911, either from a cell phone or from the 
neighbours. 

The children have to understand that the priority is getting out 
of the house and that going back inside is not an option.

New web site keeps university students safe from fire 


With another school year upon us, fire safety in 
residences and off-campus housing is again front- 
and-centre at Canada’s universities and colleges. 
Knowfire.ca is a unique web site collaboration be¬ 
tween Brock University, Niagara College and all 
fire departments in the Niagara region created to 
inform students and parents about how to avoid, 
respond to - and escape from - fires that may 
occur. The collaborative community partnership 
was inspired by a fire that burned an off-campus 
rental property to the ground. All five students 
escaped siely, in part due to a responsible landlord 
instiled brand new smoke alarms before school started. 



The www.knowfire.ca web site hosts a collection 
of videos produced by students, for students and 
their parents. Each presents a very real student 
fire scenario. Funds were raised through a pub¬ 
lic/private sector partnership that saw companies 
such as Kidde Canada and Duracell sign on their 
support. Response to the site has been tremen¬ 
dous across Canada and the United States. 

These four tips can help students avoid fire trag- 


) had monoxide alarms and install fresh batteries. Ensure that there 
is at least one smoke alarm on each floor of the building and 
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outside sleeping areas. Installing a smoke alarm right in a stu¬ 
dent’s bedroom is also a smart idea. Know two escape routes 
from each room. 

2. Never tamper with alarms: Never remove a smoke alarm or 
its batteries. To deal with false alarms, install alarms that have 
a “Hush” button so the student can silence the alarm safely 
while the air clears. 

3. Replace old alarms: Smoke alarms wear out. Replace all 
smoke alarms over 10 years old - whether they are battery oper¬ 
ated or hardwired into the electrical system. 

4. Use flameless candles: For mood-lighting, use flameless 
candles instead of the real thing. Many student fires are caused 
by candles knocked over or left burning after everyone turns in

Kitchen 

• Avoid loose long sleeves when cooking. 

• Check kettles and toasters for damaged electrical cords and 
thermostats. 

• Use appliances that have an automatic shut-off. 

• Keep a timer handy to remind you when the oven and 
burners should be switched off. 

• If you take medication that causes drowsiness, do not use 
cooking appliances. 

• Use a temperature-controlled electric skillet or deep-fryer for 
frying. 

• Never leave your cooking unattended. 


• Use appropriate cooking appliances and 
keep them clean. 

• Keep a pot cover nearby to “put a lid on 
it” in the event of a fire. 

Living Room 

• Fireplace: always use a fire screen, 
ensuring it is the appropriate size for the 
fireplace opening. 

• Do not overload electrical outlets or use 
extension cords in the place of additional 
outlets. 

• Smokers should check furniture for

Garage and Workshop 

• Flammable materials - thinners, gasoline, 
paints, industrial cleaners - should be stored 
neatly in approved containers and away from 
possible ignitable sources. 

• Do not smoke, or leave matches or lighters 
in the garage or workshop. 

• Install and know how to properly use the 
appropriate fire extinguisher for the garage/ 
workshop. 
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• Keep the area clean. Remove garbage, paper products, oily 
rags and wood shavings regularly.

Winter Safety 

The winter season is the worst season for fires in Canada. That 
is why all Canadians must be mindful of the importance of 
fire prevention and safety. During the winter, we must heat our 
homes, most of our meals are prepared and eaten indoors, our 
clothing is dried indoors and people who smoke tend to do so 
indoors. Besides following the advice provided for in the other 
fact sheets on this site, for the winter remember that: 

• Heating appliances such as space heaters should not have 
anything combustible close by and need at least one metre 
(three feet) of space around them. Inspect the electrical cord 
attached. If it overheats, you have a fire hazard. Keep young 
children away from them. 


• Electrical and heating systems can fail and become fire 
hazards. Ensure they are regularly checked by a professional, 
especially prior to the winter season when fireplaces, heat¬ 
ers, appliances and other 
electrical equipment are in 
maximum use. 

• Smoking while in bed, 
tired or under the influence 
of alcohol or medication is 
the most common cause of 
fires that kill. 

• Most chimney fires occur 
with wood-buming fire¬ 
places. Ensure chimneys are 


cleaned and professionally inspected regularly. Bum only small 
quantities of wood at a time. 

• Teach children that fire is not a toy; it is a tool we use to cook 
food and heat our homes. 

• Educate your children about the dangers of fire and make 
sure they know that all fires, even small ones, can spread very 
quickly. 

• Never use a flammable liquid near a flame or source of 
spark. Be aware of hidden sources like water heater pilot lights, 
electric motors or heaters. Never smoke while pouring or using 
flammable liquids. 

• If even a small doubt exists about any appliance/equipment 
that you use, do not hesitate to contact a qualified technician.
